WOODCOCK WON'T TROUBLE 
MAKER OF BREW FOR HOME USE 


Dry Chief Says Such Product May 
Be Transported; Only One 
Chance of Prosecution.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The 
citizen who manufactures wine or 
beer in his home for home con- 
sumption, with no sales involved, 
was held today by prohibition di- 
rector, Amos W. W. Woodcock, to 
be beyond the reach of Federal en- 
forcement agencies. 

As a matter of law Woodcock 
explained in his first pronounce- 
ment on this point, the home man- 
ufacturer is liable to punishment if 
the liquor he produces is ‘“‘intoxi- 
tating in fact,” this, he said, is a 
point for a jury to decide. 

Practically . speaking, however, 
he continued,. evidence to bring 
the home manufacturer to trial 
c..nnot be obtained unless features 
are involved upon which a search 
warrant can be issued. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS CLOSES 
KANSAS CITY, KAN., SCHOOLS 


Health Department Order Bars 
Children Under 15 From 
Appearing in Public Places,

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Sept. 27. 
—Because of a prevalence of in- 
fantile paralysis, the City Health 
Department today ordered all Kan- 
sas City, Kan., schools to remain 
closed the next two weeks. 

Children under 15 years of age 
will be prohibited from appearing 
in public places. 

Twelve cases of infantile paraly- 
sis are under quarantine here, six 
of them having been reported this 
week. 

Health Department officials said 
the city faces a “serious epidemic” 
and that enforcement of the order 
banishing children from. streets, 
theaters and other pdblic places 
will be undertaken by police if nec- 
essary.

3 CHILDREN 
AND NURSE 
DROWNED 


Machine of ‘Thomas Cc. 
Raley, St. Louis, Breaks 
Through Bridge Rail and 
Falls Into Bayou Near 
Pascagoula, Miss. 


HE CRAWLS OUT, 
HELPS SAVE WIFE 


President. of. Getz Exter- 
minator Co. Holds Mate 
Above Water Until Fish- 
ermen Rescue Them — 
Party on Way to Atlanta. 


Three young daughters of Thom- 
as C. Raley, 5138 St. Louis avenue, 
president of the Getz Exterminator 
Co., and their nurse were drowned 
in Bayou La Fontain, a mile west 
of Pascagoula, Miss., yesterday aft- 
ernoon when the Raley automo- 
pile crashed through a wooden 
guard rail on a toll bridge and 


sank in 10 feet of water. 
> Those drowned were: 

Jane Elizabeth Raley, 7 years 
old. 

Edna Frances Raley, 4 years 
old. 

Nancy Lee Raley, 2% years 
old. 

Maude Christman, 15 years 
old, a distant relative of Mrs. 
Raley and formerly of Iberia, 
Mo. 

Raley, who was in the front seat 
of the car, a Studebaker coach, 
crawled out an open window and 
dragged his wife to safety. He 
held her above water until fisher- 
men pulled them out 10 or 15 min- 
utes later. Mrs, Raley, who was 
driving when the accident occurred, 
suffered a deep cut on one arm. 

Slowed Down for Truck. 

‘We were driving from New Or- 
leans to Atlanta, by way of Mo- 
bile,” Raley told the Post-Dispatch 
today over telephone from Pas- 
cagoula. “When the accident oc- 
curred we were a:most in the mid- 
die of a mile-long wooden bridge 
across the bayou. We had been 
running about 30 miles an hour, 
but my wife, who was driving, saw 

a truck coming fast toward us and 
slowed down. 

“The truck stayed in the middle 
of the bridge and Mrs. Raley, fear- 
ing a collision, swerved to the 
right. The car struck something 
at the right side of the bridge just 
as the truck passed us. Whatever 
it was we struck forced her car to 
lunge across the bridge. It crashed 
through the guard rail on the left 
side and fell into the water, about 
five or seven feet below the road- 
way Of the bridge. 

“As it struck the water, the car 
turned over and settled on bottom, 
upside down. The water was about 
10 feet deep. It rushed into the 
front windows, which were open, 
and [I struggled to get out. After 
several minutes—it seemed to me 
to be about 10, but I was confused 
by my struggles—I got through 
the wihdow beside me, and pulled 
Mrs. Raley out after me. I swam 
with her to one of the bridge piers 
and held on, holding her by the 

air. 

Wife Almost Unconscious, 


“She was almost unconscious 
and I had to hold her until help 
came. One of her arms was badly 
cut. After some time, a group of 
fishermen ‘came up and pulled us 
on to the bridge. Then they dived 
in and brought up the children 
and the nurse. But it was 30 min- 
utes after the accident before they 
got them out, and it was too late. 

“The truck didn't stop on the 
bridge. I was told, however, that 
the driver went on to the end of 
the bridge and turned around and 
came back. I saw a truck driven 
by a young fellow. standing there 
after the accident, but T don’t know 
if it was the same one that crowded 
us. Mrs. Raley wasn't sure either. 
We were so confused. 

“Mrs. Raley is suffering ee 
shock and the cut on her arm. \A 
doctor took nine stitches in it. 'I 
wasn't hurt and am all right, ex- 
cept for the shock. The car was 
pulled out of the bayou about 9 
o'clock last night, but we're not 
going to drive it back. We're 
leaving for St. Louis on the first 
train, and we'll be in tomorrow 
noon on the L. & N., No. 4 

Funeral Pians Incomplete. 

“I don’t know about the funeral. 
It probably will be held at S8&t. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Kingshighway and Washington 
boulevards, but I don’t know when. 
Maude Christman probably will be 
taken to Iberia for burial. She 
is a distant relative of my wife, and 


had been with us since last June.”

NOTED WAR ENGINEER 
FOUND DEAD IN BOAT 


Sir John Griffiths Headed 
Company That Is Building 
Assuan Dam. 


By the Associated Press, 

CAIRO, Egypt, Sept. 27.—Sir 
John Griffiths, engineer and gov- 
erning director of the Norton Grif- 
fiths Co., public works contractors, 
was found dead today under myste- 
rious circumstances. 

It was said in reliable quarters 
that Sir John paddled out in a surf 
beat from the beach at the San 
Stafano Casino early this morning. 
Later it was noticed that the boat, 
far from shore, appeared to be un- 
occupied. Investigators found Sir 
John lying dead with a bullet in his 
temple. The tragedy followed the 
suspension of work on the height- 
ening of Assuan Dam, which was 
being carried out by the Norton 
Griffiths Co, under a contract with 
the Egyptian Government. 

It was stated that the Egyptian 
Ministry of Public Works was no- 
tified Sunday that work on the dam 
was being stopped because of the 
conditions imposed by the Egyp- 
tian resident engineering staff. 

A Government communique on 
the same day said the contractor 
had written a letter three days 
earlier to the Egyptian Premier 
pointing out the difficulty of the 
financial situation and asking the 
Government for financial help. 
Griffiths was subsequently § re- 
ported as explaining that payment 
from the Government for the work 
already executed had fallen far 
below anticipations owing to the 
slowing up of the estimated rate of 
work by eircumstances over which 
the contractor had no control. He 
declared it was unfair to connect 
the suspension of work with the 
financial. question as this “would 
have been inevitable on technica! 
grounds. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Sir John 
Norton Griffiths had a_  distin- 
guished career both as an engineer 
and as a soldier. Born in 1871, he 
became an engineer, but interrupt- 
ed his career several times to-serve 
in the British Army. He was in 
command of scouts in the Matabele 
War in 1896 and then was in the 
South African field force later serv- 
ing in Lord Roberts’ bodyguard. 

During the World War he was 
attached to the staff of Engineer- 
in-Chief to organize and initiate 
tunneling companies. He was men- 
tioned in dispatches three times 
and received the Distinguished 
Service Order.

KILLS HIS FATHER, 83 
FOR AFFAIR WITH NURSE 


Chicago War. Flyer Submits 
Confession: Written 3 Days 
Before Shooting. 


By the Assoeiated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Rockwell 
Sayre, 83-year-old president of a 
real estate concern, was shot to 
death yesterday, a bullet in the 
back and another in the chest. A 
son, Sydney, who was thrice shot 
down in his plane during the Wor!d 
War, was held. He said his fa- 
ther was carrying on a love affair 
with a nurse. 

“I killed him,” said the former 
Second Lieutenant of the Air 
Corps. “Here is my confession, 
written three days ago. And I in- 
tended, too, to kill the nurse (Miss 
Alma Zschaechner).” 

Police arrived in time to prevent 
that. Sydney, 37, was still in the 
apartment office beside his fa- 
ther’s body when officers, respond- 
ing to an alarm turned in by 
neighbors, reached the place. 

Miss Zschaechner had been nurse 
for Rockwell Sayre’s wife for eight 
years, she said. Mrs. Sayre is an 
invalid. 

Sydney Sayre, a University of 
Chicago graduate who told police 
he was an inventor by occupation, 
picked his words carefully in de- 
scribing the reasons for his act. 

“My father was making love to 
her,” he said. “He was presenting 
gifts to. her—handkerchiefs and 
perfume. Had he given her money. 
I would not have cared. This 
world is pretty loose today, any- 
way. “But father was of the old 
school and ought to have known 
better. Handkerchiefs and  per- 
fume are not proper gifts for a 
man of the old school.” 

There was no quarrel before the 
shooting. 

Friends estimated Rockwell 
Sayfre’s wealth at $1,000,000. There 
are two other sons—Paul, a pro- 
fessor at the University of Iowa, 
and Joseph, a post-graduate stu- 
dent at Harvard. Sydney Sayre 
has been receiving a Governmen! 
pension on account of war injur- 
ies. 

Paul Sayre attributed the killing 
to his brother’s unbalanced mind 
and said it was through his father’s 
pleading that Sydney was not in- 
carcerated in an asylum. Prof. 
Sayre said his brother’s condition 
was due to a harrowing experience 
he had overseas. “While in midair 
one day, Sydney's plane caught 
fire and crashed,” Prof. Sayre said. 
“He escaped physical injury but 
suffered a severe shock to his 
mind,”

Showered with paper, cheered by 
massed thousands and pawed by 
ecstatic throngs of small boys, the 
Cardinals, winners of their third 
National League championship in 
five years, received the traditional 
tribute of the conqueror today. 

In number of spectators and in 
volume of paper tossed from win- 


dows the parade probably was ex- 
celled only by the homecomings of 
St, Louis troops from the World 
War, the Lindbergh welcome and 
the reception tendered the Cardi- 
nals when they took their first 
championship in 1926 after 38 
years of mediocrity. 

A crowd estimated at 10,009 
gathered at Sportsman’s Park to 
watch the start of the parade at 
10:30 a. m. and get a first-hand 
glimpse of the baliplayers as they 
entered the open automobiles as- 
signed to them. : 

The players, in street clothes, 
gathered in the clubhouse and re- 
ported to parade officials only five 
minutes before the takeoff. All ap- 
peared in Holiday humor, including 
even the broad-faced southpaw 
Hallahan, bundled in a heavy top- 
coat to avoid aggravating the cold 
from which he is suffering. 

North Grand Also 

Even on the northern reaches of 
Grand boulevard from the ball 
park to Franklin avenue, thé spec- 
tatorsa were lined up solidly at the 
curbs from three to 10 deep. They 
waved and shouted ag the players 
passed them behind a convoy of 
motor cycle policemen, but there 
was no concerted cheering. 

In the Grand-Olive district the 
crowd was eight to 10 deep at the 
curbs. and on Lindell and Locust 
boulevarcs the spectators thinned 
down to a solid single line. At 
Twentieth street and Washington, 
where mounted police and march- 
ing elements joined the column, the 
crowd began to thicken. 

East of Twelfth boulevard on 
Washington avenue the broad 
street was for the most part crowd- 
ed from curb to curb excepting for 
the lane through which the column 
passed. It was a warm, but for the 
most part not a noisy welcome they 
gave their favorites. 

Cheers for the Leaders, 

Most attention seemed to go to 
the car in which Manager Gabby 
Street and Capt. Frankie Frisch 
rode. Their progress through the 
downtown district was accompan- 
nied by scattering applause and 
shouts of commendation. Once 
when they arose to pose for photo- 
graphers the crowd on Washing- 
ton avenue let out a mighty cheer, 
at which Street and the bare-head- 
ed Frisch quickly sat down. 

Probably it was the unwillingness 
of the players to show themselves 
prominently that kept down the 
noise ordinarily to be expected of 
such a reception.

ENVOY TO BRITAIN 
SPEAKS AT BELFAST 


Says ‘‘Fool of 1929 Was 
He Who Had No Fear, 
Fool Now Is One Who 
Has No Hope.” 


By the Associated Press. 

BELFAST, Ireland, Sept. 27.— 
Ambassador Dawes, speaking as 
guest of honor at an official lunch- 
eon at the City Hall today, predict- 
ed the end of the current world 
wide industrial and trade depres- 
sion by the summer or fall of next 


year. 

“The business fool of 1929 was 
he who had po fear,” he said. 

The Ambassador’s address was 
an analysis of “present worldwide 
industria] and trade depression, its 
cause, and its probable duration.” 

Dawes said he would not fall in- 
te the common error of travelers 
of discussing questions of local in- 
dustry, but that in Belfast, which 
is a center of world-wide business, 
he could properly discuss the pres- 
ent world-wide depression, since as 
nearly everywhere else, it is hav- 
ing its serious loca] effect. 

Text of Address. 

The Ambassador said: 

“A world depression in business 
is due always to sudden change in 
the attitude of the world’s people. 
This changed attitude is often ex- 
plained in different countries as 
being the result of diverse causes, 
including unwise national policies, 
undue speculation, overproduction. 
under-consumption, and political 
or social upheavals. 

“These, however, are more the 
effects of this change of general 
attitude than the causes of it. It 
is often easier to conclude that one 
catastrophe or error in business is 
the cause of the following one, 
rather than that both originate 
from one underlying cause. 

“In the United States for in- 
stance, as well as elsewhere, @& 
major depression in business has 
always been preceded a few 
months before by a stock panic in- 
duced by over-speculation. Many 
have assumed that the collapse of 
the Stock Market caused the later 
depression. Many have assumed 
too that this correct forecasting of 
business trends by stock specula- 
tors is evidence of the composite 
intelligence of the speculating 
class. 

Loss of Confidence. 

“Nothing could be more untrue, 
for not only is the speculating class 
as a whole no wiser than those in 
other businesses but no intellectual 
judgment of the future can always 
prove to be right and in this case

so much of which is concerned with 
supplying of human _ necessities 
there is a greater continuance in 
demand and, in consequence, in 
times of depression, a slower mar- 
ket decline than in stocks demand 
for which the lessons are more 
abrupt.

When Mankind Goes Wrong. 


“As the average man in his per- 
sonal or business activities occa- 
sionally departs frori > usual, so 
does mankind. AS a man some- 
times cuts loose from safe business 
moorings, so d2es mankind. As a 
man sometimes embarks upon un- 
known and dangerous seas of spec- 
ulation and unsound enterprise, so 
coes mankind, an~. what they hap- 
pens to a man happens to mankind. 
“We don’t know why a man goes 
wrong, but we have no difficulty in 
knowing when it is thus with man- 
kind. After a hectic period induced 
by regrettable combination of over- 
confidence and misdirected energy, 
reaction and a return to a normal 
view of things causes the ‘first busi- 
ness collapse, then a period of stag- 
nation and then a period of recup- 
eration.

At Least Five Persons Perish— 
Third Vessel Is Long

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—A gale on 
the eastern shores of Lake Michi- 
gan yesterday caused the loss of 
two boats, possibly three, and took 
at least five lives. 

The stone-cargoed barge Salvor 
sank off Muskegon, Mich., with 
Coast Guard boats standing by, 
balked in rescue by high waves. 
The two-master, Our Son, last of 
the wind-powered pulp boats, sank 
20 miles off Ludington, Mich. 


Church Says Prohibition 
Has Been Injured by Of- 
ficial Treachery. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—A re- 


port asserting that the United 
States is facing a “critical situa- 
tion” in prohibition enforcement 
and outlining its view on ministers 
preaching politics was unanimous- 
ly adopted by the Baltimore Con- 


ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, yesterday. 

“We are convinced,” the report 
said, “that no church should at- 
tempt to dominate a Government 
nor should her ministry ‘preach 
politics,» but believe that the 
church and her ministry can no 
longer afford to be partisan, nor 
should they be intimidated by cer- 
tain subtie influences, which in any 
and every crisis of local and na- 
tional importance’ seek by such 
means to hush the mouths of those 
who would cry aloud and spare 
not.” 

“The moral law is the highest 
law and must prevail. We first of 
all ought to be Christian. Let us 
teach our people that the right of 
franchise is sacred and urge them 
to vote their convictions as chil- 
dren of God.” 

Facing Critical Situation. 


The repdért, submitted by the 
Committee on Temperance and So- 
cial Service, expressed the convic- 
tion that “we are facing a critical 
situation as regards the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws.’ 

“Political expediency has 
prompted many office seekers to 
become turncoats in order to get 
elected,” it continued. “The 
strength of the dry vote has been 
much weakened in Congress by re- 
cent elections and it now locks as 
if there would be further weaken- 
ing in this respect unless we can 
awaken renewed interest in this 
great moral issue. ... 

“We believe that the enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead law to be practi- 
cal and within the range of possi- 
bility, but we are aware that in 
many sections the law is being 
nullified by the treachery and the 
fanaticism of officers whose duty 
it is to enforce the law. Educa- 
tion seems to be the greatest need 
in this respect. Let the home, the 
school and the church teach pro- 
hibition and in a generation there 
will be a transformation.”

COLUMBUS, 0O., Sept. 27.—An 
investigation to determine the 
cause of the collapse of bleacher 
stands at the Central High School 
athletic field here last night, re- 
sulting in injuries to about 110 


in progress today. 

The section of seats, occupied by 
2500 persons, gave way just as the 
first half of the Central High- 
Youngstown Chaney High game 
ended. The occupants were 
thrown to the ground, many of 
them struck by falling timbers, 
others pinned beneath sections of 
the stands. 

Emergency treatment was pro- 
vided at the scene for the injured, 
and every available ambulance was 
used to carry those seriously hurt 
to hospitals. More than 50 were 
treated at the first aid station es- 
tablished in the school cafeteria, 
while 60 others were sent to hos- 
pitals. 

There were no fatalities, and 
Broken 
skulls and severe body bruises were 
the worst injuries reported. 

Excitement ran high through 
other sections of the stands and 
order was restored only after 
school officials resorted to a loud- 
speaker system set up to announce 
the game. 

The game, delayed until the in- 
jured had been removed, continued 
over the protest of the Centra! High 
School principal. Coaches of both 
teams afterward explained they 
deemed resumption of play the 
best way of restoring order. 

The collapse was thought by 
thany to have been due to over- 
crowding and to the age of the 
bleachers. John P. Brady, an in- 
spector for the State Department 
of Workshops and Factories, said 
he found pieces of timber used in 
the stands were decayed at the 
center so that they could be picked 
to pie-2s with the fingers. 

School executives said the seats 
had been strengthened before be- 
ing used, and that some of them 
had been rebuilt.

The 
truth is that stock market depres- 
sion and the following business de- 
pression are both caused by the 
same thing—a fundamental change 
in the attitude of the average man 
resulting from a sudden loss of 
confidence on his part, the first 
public manifestation of which oc- 
curs on the stock exchange. 

“The reasons why the stock ex- 
change gives this first evidence of 
a change in general attitude are 
simple. Business on the stock ex- 
change is transacted under unique 
conditions conducive to almost im- 
mediate public registration of gen- 
eral lack of confidence in values. 

‘ the stock exchange, when con- 
fidence in the future is rampant, 
every facility exists for speculators 
to get easily into debt, and in pro- 
portion to the thinness of their 
margin and larger amount of 
stocks they carry upon given capi- 
tal invested as margin the larger 
do they compute their respective 
profits. Contrarywise, when their 
ovtimism falters, the quicker will 
they run from prospective loss 
necessarily proportionately as large. 

As to General Business. 

“The man with merchandise to 
sell, on the other hand, when he 
commences to lose confidence in 
values, will dispose of its gradu- 
ally. He is not generally under the 
necessity when the market drops 
of immediately putting up addi- 
tional margins of security to his 
creditors if he prefers not to sell 
just then. When the market sliack- 
ens he does not have to fear being 
sold out by somebody else if he 
prefers to take his own time in gell- 


“Moreover, in general business, 
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riods of under-activity in business 
are somewhat proportional in 
length to periods of activity pre- 


ceding them. That time is consid- 


erably over a year behind us when 
the public suddenly turned over 
from exhilaration and that confi- 
dence in the future which is the 
basis of prosperity to that lack of 
confidence which is the basis of 
business depression. 


“Tt do not think that the busi- 
ness of the world left its normal 
trend earlier than in 1927, two 
years before the collapse of prices 
in 1929 on the leading stock ex- 
changes of most nations. If I am 
right in this, other things being 
equal, may we not hope to see the 
normal trend of world business re- 
sumed by summer or fall of next 
year, which will mark the end of 
the after two-year period? 
“Exceptional local conditions 
may in this or that country retard 
or advance the healing effect of re- 
turning world business confidence 
but nothing is more certain than 
the coming business recovery. The 
business fool of 1929 was he who 
had no fear. The fool now is he 
who has no hope.” 

Dawes’ Spartan Diet. 
The American envoy surprised 
all by his Spartan diet at luncheon. 
He refused a succulent Irish lamb 
dish which had been chosen as a 
special compliment to him and 
contented himself with potatoes 
and lettuce.

Long Procession to Sanctuary of Coronata in 
Recognition of Miracle, Credited 
to Virgin Mary.

CORONATA, Italy, Sept. 27. — 
As far as the eye-could see along 
the water front of Genoa a proces- 
sion of people “chanting and bear- 
ing lighted tapers moved at dawn 
today. 

The pilgrimage was directed to 
thes sanctuary of Coronata for the 
festival of Pacciugo and Pacciuga, 
the married pair who were the Ro- 
meo and Juliet of Genoa, but .whose 
story ended happily, due to a mira- 
cle of the Virgin Mary, says the 
legend, in 1600. 

Young lovers jdecordted with 
flowers, spinsters carrying set bou- 
quets, bachelors, women veiled in 
black tulle in the Genoese style, 
children and long lines of uni- 
formed sailors all followed the 
road to Coronata., 

At the church a prayer was of- 
fered to thé Madonna. At the side 
altar stand two figures in a niche, 
their faces burnt by the sun, Pac- 
ciugo and Pacciuga, who lie togeth- 
er beneath the monument. 

Pacciugo, a Genoese sailor, so 
the story goes, and Pacciuga were 
the happiest pair in Genoa, boy and 
girl lovers, Pacciugo, captured by 
the Turks, pined 12 years in prison. 
His wife every Saturday walked to 
Coronata and, prayed for his re- 
turn. 

Pacciugo escaped. Arriving at 
Genoa, he ran to his house to find 
it empty. It was Saturday. Pac- 
ciluga was at Coronata praying to 
the Madonna for his return. Dis- 


tracted, the husband ran to a 
neighbor's to ask for her news and 
met an ugly woman, who said, 
“Every Saturday Pacciuga disap- 
pears.

When Pacciuga arrived she said:

The City-County Merger. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ONCERNING the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment to consolidate 

St. Louls and St. Louis County, known 
as proposition No. 5, on which there 
seem to be insurmountable differences of 
opinion: It is obvious that no progress 
can be made except when the people 
of the two contracting parties are guar- 
anteed absolute and just protection of 
their respective interests. It cannot be 
conceived that the people of the county 
will ever be brought to agree to any plan 
whereby the governing board or com- 
mission will be constituted of more 
members from the city than from the 
county, as at present advocated by the 
proponents. Such control would ever be 
a source of discontent and disagree- 
ment, with consequent appeals to the 
courts in the consummation of tach and 
every detail, resulting in a sea of liti- 
gation to be threshed out in the quid- 
dets and quillets of the law. 

It must follow that a union of the two 
units—city and county—should above all 
things .\be amicable, else it would not 
unite the people into a progressively 
constructive city. A city united in op- 
position to a vast minority could not 
constitute a united city. 

Is it not possible to come td an agree- 
ment along geographical lines, as there 
seems little hope to get anywhere along 
the proposed population method, as now 
proposed? St. Louis County comprises 
five townships: St. Francis, Meramec, 
Bonhomme, Carondelet and Central, cov- 
ering some 492 square miles, while St. 
Louis City covers some 62 square miles. 
By this method, the township, there 
would be six units in the new city, each 
county unit far exceeding in mileage that 
of St. Louis. Let each unit, say, elect 


against it. The insistence of Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler that America cannot remain a free country 
while this tyrannical amendment continues a part of 
the Constitution has triumphed, and his party in 
New York has come out flatly for repeal.

The reason, of course, lies in the German instinct

Through the post-war eco- 
nomic crises, this spirit saved the nation from chaos, 
and led it later to spurn the proposed repudiation 
of the Young plan. Alarmists feared for Germany 
in 1925 when Hindenburg, monarchist and warrior, 
became, President, just as they are horrified now at 
the electoral gains of the right and left. But Hin- 
denburg, following the Teutonic formula, saw his 
duty to his country and not to his Kaiser, and the 
tremblers were confuted. And now, as Dr. Wilhelm 
Marx’s article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch showed, 
the parties of the center can still form a coalition 
that will control the Reichstag. ; 

The same spirit of orderliness rules in all the in- 
tricacies of German politics. Even the Communists, 
whose world-wide slogan is, “No class collaboration,” 
have been criticised by their comrades in other lands 
for joining bourgeois parties on occasion in legisla- 
tion and referenda.

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THE NIGHT THE CEREUS BLOOMED. 
Word got around somehow or other. The whole 
neighborhood was always there and lots of folks 
came from other parts of town. Grandma and 
grandpa hitched up old Bess and drove in from the 
country. Uncle Ben and Aunt Susie and the children 
came over from New Bethel. There were. others 
from roundabout who never missed it, either; the 
Scotch preacher at Fraternity, for one. Most of the 
crowd came after dark, but quite a few came 
by sundown. Early arrivals got seats on the porch 
and chairs in the yard; what was more important, 
though, they got to watch the show from the very 
start and it began just as soon as the sun set. There 
wasn’t anything fast or spectacular.

They say the name La Follette is worth at least

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WHEN THE WATCH TOWER FUNCTIONS. 

Journalism which regards keeping faith with the 
public as more important than party adherence is so 
rare in this day of blind political allegiance that 
every instance which puts principle above so-called 
party “loyalty” is cause for rejoicing. We refer spe- 
cifically to the opposition of the long accepted organ 
of New England Republicanism, the Boston Evening 
Transcript, to Fred J. Burrell, Republican nominee for 
Massachusetts State Treasurer. Describing Burrell, 
who formerly held that office and resigned “to avoid 
impeachment for his derelictions,” as “patently un- 
fitted for the position,” the Transcript declares, “Any 
plan the Republican leaders may devise for keeping 
him out will have the indorsement of most of the 
citizens of the Commonwealth.” 

In accounting for Burrell’s nomination the paper 
says, “He profited from a confusion of names, from 
the indifference of the public to happenings in the 
realms of minor officers and from a multiplicity of 
candidates.” If it is not practicable for the Repub 
licans “to run a competent man on stickers in oppo- 
sition,” the Transcript says pointblank: “Republic- 
ans should vote for the Democratic opponent. Party 
loyalty,” it says, “though covering many sins, can 
never be stretched to excuse the election of a man 
of the type of Mr. Burrell. Whatever the cost, he 
must be defeated.” 

If more newspapers had the courage to do as the 
Boston Evening Transcript—if more of them openly 
kept faith with the public whether they were party 
loyal or not—state government in the United States 
would be on a mitch higher plane.

Many expedients are proposed but they 
are expedients. Many of them could. easily 
be better than Volsteadism under the 
eighteenth amendment. The repeal of the 
Volstead act would be a great step away 
from the present evils, but the finger points 
to the eighteenth amendment, a police or- 
dinance in the Constitution of the United 
States inconsistent with its nature. 

The alternative to national prohibition is 
simply no national prohibition, The control 


-of alcoholic beverages was a function of 


the state, and when the United States has 
solved its problem it will be again. Then 
the people of the various states will pro- 
vide substitutes for the Volstead act accord- 
ing to their will. Anything which modifies 
but does not extinguish the exercise of Fed- 
eral power in the regulation of the manu- 
facture and use of intoxicants will fail to 
reach the fundamentals of the great Ameri- 
can mistake. They may be desirable modi- 
fications and expedients to be approved, but 
the error is in the eighteenth amendment, 
all it means and all it permits and com- 
mands. 

The Federal Government could not adopt 
the vendor system of the Canadian prov- 
inces without still further stepping out of 
its character. It is not, in any true concep- 
tion of its part, a policeman to say what 


the citizens of a state may drink. It can- 
not be a vendor of beverages to these citi- 
zens. 

The Canadian system is an admirable 
one, but it is a state system. If — the 
eighteenth amendment were repealed and 
the power of control restored to the states 
many of them undoubtedly would try the 
Canadian method of sale by the state. That 
takes the element of private profit out of 
the transactions and it permits state gov- 
ernment to say when and where intoxicants 
may be purchased and used. There are 
many systems of state control of such bev- 
erages in operation the world over, and all 
of them are producing betfer results for 
society than American prohibition has or 
can.

In a note at the end of the pres- 

ent volume, which would have been 
of more service at its beginning, 
the author, prompted by many in- 
quiries as to how much of her 
novels on Lincoln are fact and how 
much fiction, gives a short account 
of her method of work. As she 
xplains it, she assembled for the 
present work all the facts that she 
could glean from biography and 
history, then cut out all the facts 
«hich did not deal with Lincoln’s 
mind during the last months and 
with Booth’s activities. Her task 
then, as she conceived it, was to 
make Lincoln and the other men 
and women real by invoking the 
unreal, retaining the facts, but 
vivifying them with the devices of 
fiction. Except for conversations 
and thought processes, she tried 
not to step outside of fact. 


If one were to suggest that con- 
versations and thought processes 
are rather important exceptions, 
the answer would be, of course, 
that this is fiction and fiction deals 
in conversations and thought proc- 
esses. And, unhappily, conversa- 
tions and thought processes, being 
the stuff that fiction is made of,

The excuse, if any, is that the 
novel enlivens the picture of Lin- 
coln's last days, even though one 
may not be able to grant Mrs. Mor- 
row's claim that the novel makes 
the picture more accurate in its 
effect than many of the so-called 
histories.

It must be allowed that with all 
the liberties that she takes and 
everything, Mrs. Morrow manages 
to bring Lincoln and all the others 
to life in a manner that biography 
and history, with their limitations, 
cannot do. Where in history would 
one get the glimpse that she gives 
of the liveryman with whom Wilkes 
Booth had dealings, who was a red- 
headed man with a snaggle tooth 
which wiggled as he chewed and 
spat.

Regarded as fiction, such inti- 
trate details are entertaining. As 
embellishments of fact they are 
open to the objection that veri- 
similitude is achieved at too great 
a price. However, this method of 
the author may be viewed as a 
merit as well as a fault, according 
to the preference of readers for 
history straight or embellished. 

Whether because of the method 
or in spite of it, Mrs. Morrow 
seems to have come very close to 
the mood of the president during 
the months that preceded his as- 
sassination. It is a mood made so 
real that the reader shares it. 
Lerived from the very’ earnest 
study that the author made in 
gathering her facts, before subject- 
ing them to the _  fictionizing 
process, it not only survived the 
process but possibly reaches the 
consciousness “of the reader more 
definitely than if the historic 
method had been adhered to. That, 
more than anything else, apart 
from the entertainment that it pro- 
vides, is the book’s best service.

LAW VOTE DEFEATED| 


Effort to Adopt Resolution 
Providing for Referendum 
on Repeal Fails. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Sept. 


27.—An effort to obtain adoption 
of a resolution providing a refer- 
endum for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment among lawyers of Mis- 


souri was defeated at the conven- 
tion of the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion fere, 

Defeat of the move came on a 
question of parliamentary proced- 
ure yesterday with the convention 
sustaining a motion by drys to table 
the resolution. President James T. 
Blair Jr. rejected efforts to revive 
the proposal. 

The resolution was presented by 
Henry D. Ashley of Kansas City 
and it asked that a referendum 
among the lawyers be instituted to 
test their sentiment on the repeal 
of the prohibition laws. Only by 
a two-thirds vote could the pro- 
posa)] be again presented at this ses- 
sion. 

J. W. Jamison of St. Louis was 
nominated by the Council today to 
Le the next president of the asso- 
ciation. In the nominating session 
he defeated Fred L. English of St. 
Lqiis, 19 to 11. James E. King 
of St. Louis was named for: treas- 
urer. 

Chief Justice Carrington T. Mar- 
shail of the Ohio Supreme Court 
told the convention today that 
there was less real cause for criti- 
cism of the courts and judicial ma- 
chinery than at any time in 650 
years. 

Marshall said there were too 
many laws added by legislative 
bodies each year. He also took the 
occasion to criticise the newspapers 
which he said “uniformly embellish 
and publish every miscarriage of 
justice.’’ 

“A distinguished . psychologist,” 
Justice Marshall related, “once said 
that a certain legislative body pro- 
duced 9000 bills, but that upon ap- 
plying his brain scope he discov- 
ered that the entire membership 
collectively had only eight and one- 
half ideas on all subjects.” 

Turning to the newspapers and 
their treatment of Judges and 
courts in their news columns, Jus- 
tice Marshall said: 

“This present period is one of 
widespread criticism and con- 
demnation of Judges, lawyers and 
law. If we examine the numbers 
of any national magazine for the 
period of one year, and I care not 
which magazine, we will find one 
or more articles criticising or con- 
demning certain phases of legal 
administration. If we examine the 
issues of any newspaper for the pe- 
riod of one year we will find not 
one but a score of editorials mak- 
ing unfavorable reflection upon the 
work of courts and lawyers. We 
will also find that in their news 
columns’*® the news-gatherers and 
reporters uniformly publish and 
embellish every miscarriage of jus- 
tice, every instance of a lawyer or 
Judge having done any discredit- 
able act. and every other sensa- 
tional circumstance which reflects 
unfavorably upon legal administra- 
tion, but that little or no comment 
is ever made in news columns of 
the many thousands of proceedings 
where even and exact justice has 
been accomplished.”

The Irish Free State is looking 
on its foreign situation with the 
idea of getting the fullest advan- 
tage from the latest definition of 
“dominion status.” Patrick Mc- 
Gilligan, the Saorstat’s minister for 
external affairs, came to London 
to advance the Free State’s claims 
to reform.

TUTTLE MAKES ISSUE 
OF TAMMANY GRAFT 


New York Republican Nominee 
Asks if Roosevelt Stands by 
City Organization.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 27.— 
Charlies H. Tuttle, United States 
Attorney in New York, nominated 
for the governorship on a wet plat- 
form by the State Republican con- 
vention yesterday, accepted the 
nomination at once and in a speech 


challenged Gov. Roosevelt to com- 
pel officials in New York City to 
waive immunity and testify before 
the special grand jury investigating 
the bartering of judicial offices. 
Referring to the refusal of John 
F. Curry, chief of Tammany Hall, 
and other Tammany leaders, to 
waive immunity, he said: “The is- 
sue of this campaign has been made 


last 48 hours and it is this: ‘Are we 
to have a Govenror that is bigger 
than Tammany Hall, or not?’” 

He demanded that Gov. Roose- 
velt show whether he is “standing 
by his own grand jury or by Tam- 
many Hall.” 

“Will he call on the Mayor to ex- 
ercise his power of.removal as re- 
gards those officers who will not 
testify except on terms of immu- 
nity?” he asked. ; 

The Governor, he declared, has 
ample power to “end the situation 
which has @eveloped within the 
last 48 hours,’’ without waiting for 
any remedial legislation, such as he 
proposed. ‘ 

If elected, Tuttle pledged that 
he would not wait upon legislation. 

“I would require within 24 
hours,”” he said, “the removal of 
any public official who refused to 
give an accounting of his public 
trust to duly constituted authori- 
ties.”’ 

Tuttle’s speech evoked cheers 
from the convention, and appar- 
ently heartened, to some extent, 
the drys, many of whom feel deep- 
ly wounded by the party’s wet dec- 
laration. 

Wets in Control. 

Control of the party in New York 
State has passed from the drys to 
the wets, from the rural counties 
to the wet cities, from the early 
Supporters of Herbert Hoover as a 
presidential candidate and the pres- 
ent “spokesman” for his adminis- 
| tration to the anti-Hoover group. 

National Committeeman  Hilles. 
who held out against the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hoover in 1928 is back 
in power as Tuttle’s principal ad- 
viser. Hilles managed the conven- 
tion. Samuel S. Koenig, New York 
county chairman, returns to his 
home town with greater prestige. 
That Tuttle is the boss, however, 
all factions realize.

The ticket, besides Tuttle, is: For

way of Oswego; Associate Judge of 
Court of Appeal, Cuthbert W. 
Pound of Lockport.

GRAN BOARD FORBIDS 
SOVIET FUTURES SALES 


Order Applies to All Foreign 
Governments—Based on 
Hyde’s Complaint. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—The Chi- 
cago Board of Trade in a resolu- 
tion, unprecedented in the board's 
history, yesterday branded the sell- 
ing of wheat futures by any foreign 
Government a “new development o7 
commerce of seriously objection- 
able character” and decreed “it 
must be brought to an end.” 

The action, announced in a tele- 


gram to Secretary of Agriculture 
Hyde whose charges of short sell- 
ing by Soviet Russia started an 
investigation by the board, includ- 
ed a new order to put an end to 
bear raids and price manipulation. 

In his message to Secretary 
Hyde, President Bunnell of the 
board expressed appreciation of the 
information on Soviet market op- 
erations furnished to the board’s 
Business Conduct Committee which 
met with the secretaries of Agri- 
culture and Commerce at Washing- 
ton, and pledged “every co-opera- 
tion in protection of the American 
farmer in the free grain markets.” 

The prohibitions against short 
selling by foreign Governments 
was adopted yesterday after the

In his telegram Sey- 
mour insisted that, while he was 
absolutely inhocent of any wrong 
act in connection with the Nebras- 
ka primary controyersy, he was 
acting solely frem a desire to keep 
the publicity attending the conr- 
mittee hearings of Senator Gerald 
P. Nye, in Nebraska, from reflect- 
ing on the party’s senatorial com- 
mittee. 

Whether Seymour’s resignation 
would be accepted- was not an- 
nounced today, but it was. the 
concensus of party leaders here 
that it would be. 

At McCook, Neb., Senator George 
Norris said he understood Senators 
Nye and Porter Dale of the Sen- 
ate Campaign Funds Investigating 
Committee, had recommended Sc:-- 
mour’s removal, 

Denied Knowledge of Candidacy. 

Seymour’s name figured in the 
committee hearing at Lincoln soon 
after his arrival here. He denied 
he knew anything about the can- 
didacy of George W. Norris, vu 
grocer of Broken Bow, Neb., whose 
filing for the nomination to the of- 
fice held by Senator Norris was 
thrown out because it was made 
too late. 


“The affair is Greek to me,” 
Seymour said when he was in- 
formed Senator Nye had _  an- 
nounced perjury charges would be 
filed against certain persons as a 
result of testimony given at the 
Lincoln hearing. 

Norris, the grocer, at first told 
the committee he attempted to en- 
ter the race on his own volition but 
later changed his testimony to scy 
seymour paid his $50 filing fee. 

A. Paul Johnson, Broken Bow‘ 
(Neb.) attorney, testified Seymour 
paid the filing fee and said he as- 
sumed Seymour had _ sent a $500 
bond, which was given to Grocer 
Norris after he had filed for the 
nomination, 

Although declining to commeat 
at length on his telegraphic resig- 
nation pending the return of Sena- 
tor Steiwer from Oregon this week, 
Seymour told newspaper: men he 
had acted entirely on his own voli- 
tion and without having consulted 
anyone, “I think I owe it to the 
party,” he said. 

Text of Seymour's Telegram. 

Seymour’s telegram to Senator 
Steiner read: 

“From press reports my name 
has been drawn into a controversy 
in Nebraska arising previous to the 
recent primary campaign in that 
State in a way which may be used 
by the opposition unfavorably 
against your committee. While I 
am absolutely innocent of any 
wrong act and my motives have 
been honest and prompety only by 
a desire to do what I thought 
would be for the best interest of 
the people as a whole, yet I re- 
alize that the publicity which has 
been given the matter may be 
used by political enemies unfavor- 
ably against the party. 

“Republicans generally through- 
out the entire territory included in 
the western division are ready and 
willing to give you and the com- 
mittee, as well as all Republican 
nominees, their hearty, loyal and 
active support. 

"Tt have always been loyal to our 
party and its nominees and _ shall 
continue to be and am too good a 
Republican to stand even inferen- 
cially in the way of success of the 
ticket.

NAUVOO, ILL., BANK CASHIER 
ADMITS CHARGE OF FORGERY 


Declares He Acted to Keep Deposi- 
tory Open and Not for 
Personal Gain. 

Ey the Associated Press. 
NAUVOO, IIL Sept. 27.—George 
Dachroth, 37 years old, was held in 


terdayv on a charge of forgery com- 
mitted as cashier of the First Trust 
& Savings Bank, which closed Sept. 
9. Dachroth admitted the charge 
made against him, as well as others 
which bank examiners said may 
run up to $75,000. He insisted, 
however, that he acted, not for per- 
sonal gain, but to keep the bank 
open, because he found it run down 
when he became cashier in 1920. 

Nauvoo, a little village deriving 
its prosperity from the vineyards 
in the hills along the Mississippi 
River, is in turmoil over the court 
revelations. Only a few hundred 
persons remain of the 30,000 it 
once boasted, before the Mormons 
were driven out to Salt Lake City, 
and the bank was the town’s only 
one. 

The specific charge against 
Dachroth was made by Dena Good- 
ing, who alleged that Dachroth 
sold her note for $1000 after forg- 
ing the name of Carl G. Prox on it. 
Dachroth said that the bank in 
1920 was holding much uncollecti- 
ble paper and that a former officer 
had appropriated customers’ bonds 
worth $16,000. His method was to 
borrow money on notes for money 
lent by the bank, omitting to credit 
payments on them made by his cus- 
tomers. Efforts to collect on these 
notes after the bank. was closed led 
to the discovery that most of them 
had been paid. 


MASONS ASSAIL POPE’S STAND 


Council Says Encyclical Strikes at 
U. S. Free Education System.

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 26.—Denial 
of the right of any church or ec- 
clesiastical power to control or 
Supervise the free public school 
system of the United States or the 
educational system of any state or 
nation was contained in a resolu- 
tion adopted here by the Supreme 
Council of the Thirty-third Degree 
of Scottish Rite Masonry for the 
Southern jurisdiction.

The third touchdown 
of the quarter was turned in hy 
Stephan who equaled Schumacher’s 
run in yardage. Cofnéll was off- 
side on the Billikens’ try for 
extra point and the point was 
awarded for the foul. | 

Taking the field for the second 
half, St. Louis was not to be stop- 
ted.
